Jud^e Craddock does not say that the riclii 
to the elective franchise makes every negro 
equal socially to jUpf w^ite mau, or each 
negro socially every pther negro;

which the editor places upon Ji^ige Craddock' .s 
letter. forHfe “All while men in Ken- 
tucky haAbeen mnoe the. foundation of the 
Uoiiyj<)fr«n4th socially cqbaL but this never 
dii^Jnvolvethe idea or prac^M pf a perfect 
culkilily of association. Thosrwho use the 
rfrm social equality uuderstancTingly, whieik 
.Mr. Craddock does not, tueaii by it sinipiy 
that there shall be no differenbe 
Ubliahed by law, and no social priwages 
■served to any ejass exclusively. ' TUoedj, 
will observe that Judge Cra.ddock spthtk, 
the negro as a race, and assuatoS the grrf 
that, "Pulitical equalifj^uuu^s tn.<i 
to social equality.

'I'he proposition which Judge Cradi 
diKCusses ill bis letter is, that equality; i 
civil and political rights guaranteed fo 
negro will ncce^rily lead to social equalify; 
not that every negro, no matter how 
or vigorous he may be, shall occupy a tfvaial 
level with every other negio, or with the WVjite 
man, fiir his auperiprs in iutelligeiie^ffnd 
moral worth, butlbl^he uogro race willBave 
the right to claim to be placed upoif-lbe same 
level of social equality with all otherv/aces in 
the country. I 

Judge Craddock has nowhero assertedAhat 
the eqiiality of which he spoke iu^Jjill^Ker 
means an equality of association. He says.- 
‘‘Nevi-rllieless, the negro will be polled at our 
approaching elections, and, as a body, will be 
voted against the Democratic party; and the 
question is, shall the parly struggle for bis 
suB'rago? If it does, it must go.a step fur- 
I her — it must recognize his right4o hold of- 
fice, and to an equal participation in the 
emoluments of a party triumph. And not 
only so, it must recognize him as an equal — 
a peer in social as well as in political cir- 
eiea. It would bo unjust to euiploy the nbgro 
a.s a legitimate voter to obtain political pow- 
er, aud at the same time ignore his claim 
upon the party which he contributed tft ele- 
vate. It would be unjust to meotJUm at the 
ballot box as an equal, and then dWeard him 
from social intercourse, on account of color or 
qtrcviirus condition alone; and having taken 
these steps it but necesitates others. Upon 
what ground will you exclude negro children 
from the common schools? Can you, with 
any show of propriety, or with any prospect of 
success, solicit bis suflVage aud deny him a 
seat at your dinner-table, or a place in your 
parlor, or his children tho beueiiCs of the com- 
mon schools?" This is, we presume, the 
nousen.sical portion of Judge Craddock's let- 
ter to which the editor refers. Suppose the 
editor were himself candidele, not an un- 
reasonable suppositioo,-aud ;wo voters were 
to come to see him at his hou.se about dinner 
bonr: and suppose one of the voters to be a 
while man, low in circumstances, aud having 
but little iiilluencfl, aud the other to be a ne- 
gro of moral worth, a man of property and of 
large iiifiuence with those of his color; and 
after the editor had fully presented to theje 
voterp Ms c-laiiii 015 tl^em for their support, 
limner ib announced, wtut would the editor ot 
the EsGi.Kdo? Would he say to tho negro, 
"Sir, you go to ray kitchen, where your diii- 
ni-r will be served;” and then turn to the 
white man, and say, "You, sir, will pleuse 
walk into my dining room, and eat with me 
and ray family ? ’ We'suppose Judge Crad- 
dock had just such a state of case in his mind 
when he wrote the lust sentence of the above 
quotation from his letter. W'e are anxious to 
know what the yood sense of the editor of the 
Kagcx would 8Ugge.st to him upon such an oc- 
casion. In this state of case the question 
would arise which is stated by Judge Crad- 
dock; "Can you, with any show of propriety, 
or with any y<rc/;^ee? of success, solicit his suf- 
frage and deny him a s«a< atyouriZmnec-table, 
or a place iu your parlor, or his children the 
benefits ol the common schools?" The editor 
may draw nice distinctions between “social 
equality" and ''equality of association;" still 
it occurs to us (hat there is but one sointion 
to the ca.se stated, and that is, that if the ne- 
gro is sent to the kitchen his vote will be lost, 
and if invited to dine al bis table with his 
family and his white guest, there would be "so- 
cial equality, " or equality ol association al 
that dinner table.

WliKAT. — Latest reports and accounts from 
different sections show that winter wheat con- 
tinues to improve, and indicate that the crop 
may equal the nverage of a few years ago, but 
cannot come up to the good yield of the last 
two year.i. There arc some local complaints 
of drouth, but not enough to aCTcct seriously 
the general yield anywhere except in Califor- 
nia — there is not much change in the pros- 
pects in that State. 

Tlie weather at the West continues favort- 
b!e for spring wheat ; sowing has been fin- 
ished up in line order, and where it has ha I 
lime the crop has made a fine start. Re- 
ports and accounts are almost uiianinioiis in 
stating that less than usual has been put 
ill. 

The grent reduction in the .stock of wheat 
in the leading wheat markets, begins to at- 
tract atleiilion. The amount in store in 
New Y’ork May Ifi, was only 9t!5,78ti bushels; 
in Chicago May 14, there was about 1,500,001) 
and about the same in Milwaukee. In the 
winter there was some ten to twelve million 
bushels of wheat in these markets; during 
the latter part of the winter and the spring 
the receipts at the lake ports havo been quite 
largo; the exports from New York since Jan. 
1st havo been only some; 3,500,000 bushels, 
and the question is, where has all the wheat 
gone to? The Chicago Tribune, referring to 
the reduction of stocks, states that “ iiotwilli- 
sianding the large shipments from Chicago 
and -Milwaukee this spring, there is scarcely 
a two weeks supply in New York, and les.s 
than a million bushels in Bullnlo. (There 
was 770,000 bushels .May IG.) The wonder 
is where it has all gone to, and the wonder 
can only be explained by remembering that 
tho people let alone severely during the de- 
cline last autumn, and hence were obliged to 
lake hold more liberally after prices bad 
ceased to go down, while prob.ably 25 per 
cent, of our crop has been consumed in unu- 
sual ways, taking the place of other grain 
which was relatively higher." This indicates 
that the large stocks were after all more an 
apparent than an actual c.xcess. This ap 
pears from the fact that, fearing to buy on a 
falling market, millers and local dealers laid 
in no stocks, but depended on buying as wan- 
ted; so a largo part of tho supplies they usu- 
ally take in the fall was piled up in the cities, 
making the stocks there much larger than 
would otherwise have been on hand. But 
this spring, when prices are advancing, and 
millers and retail dealers stock up before 
they get higher, tho large city stocks rapidly 
disappear. 

Something like this has also been tho case 
in England. The Mark Lane Express has re- 
peatedly referred to the fact that the supplies 
were nearly all concentrated in a few large 
inarkel.s, mostly London and Liverpool, and 
that if they were distributed throughout the 
entire Kingdom, ns has been the custown in

J here IS HO decided change in the pros- 
pects of the w-he.'it crop in England. The 
weather had "i-elapsed into a March-like cold- 
ness with only a few showers, quite insufli- 
cient for pMsent wants. Thus April closes 
Its ter?ft trn.TOasonaMy. and leaves us without 
the usual promise. For grass and spring 
gram the deCoiency of rain is becoming se- 
rious, and the prospect of wheat is not rep- 
resented as flattering. It also appears that 
the unpro^iising aspect of much of the 
wheat, -has caused an advance of Is to 2s. 
per qr, iu,mo«of the country markets. Kn'. 
other laft8*i»<the Express in response to (he

tavorable. for the wheat on ninc-teiitliH of the 
iijjnt land in Lincolnsliire to tiller suOlcientlv 
40 be more than half a crop at harvest. I 
never knew a thin ccop of wheat on the Wolds 
. which was not weak in the straw and much 
storm-broken, and the quality i.s always a.s 
miserable as the quantity per acre is defi- 
cient.” 

There are other coinpiatnts of cold and dry 
weather, and that wheat is "thin and back- 
ward,. "generally less favoraWy spoken of," 
and s^e plowed up on light .'and.s 'flie re- 
Tqirt from Leith says: "The injury done tn 
tlm young wheat crop by liie w-irm or maggot, 
which seems to affect the plant, attacking it 
at tho root, and thus causing decay, hasbeeu 
found to prevait pretty exten.sivaly l>ot1i Jii 
this district and in thfi south, so that moro 
wlicat Ims been plowed up this year than ftir 
a loii|| period post.”

That last Thcrsikiy vvi« Memorial Day 
would have been sugge.sted .to the most 
thoughtless by (he activit.y prevailing everyj 
whore in I.,exington. Every'oody was busy 
gathering;, flowers and evergreens. Every- 
body whs making wreaths and garlands, aud 
crosses and beautiful emblems. Hundreds 
of persons came in from the country and 
surrounding counties with their floral offer- 
ings, and streams of people and long lines of 
carriages were moving towards the Lexing- 
ton cemetery, from early in the morning till 
late in the afternoon, though nothing was 
doue to inoite to energy or call forth a de- 
moustration, and all was left to individnal 
feeling and impulse. Yet Memorial Day has 
never been more laitbfully or generally ob- 
served. 

.Ihe ladies had an immense amount of 
work to do. but it was a labor of lov? , and 
they were njore than equal to the emerg^b.'v. 
Probably not more than one person out of a 7 
hundred realizecl the vast amount of work 
that they did do, but the cemetery gave ahuud- 
aiit proofs of it. • ■ -w 

The Confederate lot looked beRutifr.l in- 
deed. In the center of it was a large mauso- 
leum of evergreens surmounted by a hand- 
some funeral urn, appropriately wreathed 
with red and white roses of the richest and 
rarest kinds. J'lio maiisoloiim rose from a 
base which seemed lo have been composed 
of bushels of flowers of every description. A 
white pennon floated out from the urii bore 
the inscription, "Ashes of Glory.” What a 
volume of meaning in that brief sentence. 
Every grave was wreathed and adorned and 
almost hidden by masses of fragrant boquets. 
All the afternoon the space around this lot 
was blocked with carriages and crowded with 
ladies and gentlemen, and children, on foot, 
who came to bring their offerings of love and 
sorrow, and to admire the sad beauty of the 
scene. 

Tho graves of all tho Confederates who 
were not buried in this lot, but scattered 
throughout the coineteiy-, wero all attended 
with religious care. Not one of them was for- 
gotten or over-looked, but each and all of them 
blossomed with loveliness. The designs were 
gotten up in exquisite style, nnd evidenced in 
the most eloquent manner how highly culti- 
vated is the taste of the women of the Blue 
Grass region, and how deep is their love and 
respect for the memory of the brave. 

Ill the latter part of tho afternoon there 
was a light rain, but it did not disperse the 
crowd. We have never seen the Lexington 
cemetery look so exceedingly beautiful as it 
did riinr.sdny. Our cemetery, anyhow, has 
probably no superior in point of loveliness ia 
this country. Nature seemed to know that 
it was Memorial D.iy, for the clouds dropped 
down their toar.s upon flowers which seemed 
to have bloomed in advance of the season ex- 
pressly to deck the craves of the Southern 
dead . — Lexington Observer. 

Tmk Lexington Statesman says; “It was 
observed by tliose who noticed the pedigrees 
of the horses that rau at the races last week 
that the Lexington colts had almost disap- 
peared (rom the track, and that their high 
place as winners of racers in quick time was 
taken by those of Australia and Leamington. 
What does this mean ? Are Lexington colts 
no longer the good race horses that they were 
some years ago ? Will there not be found 
among the sons of his old age any more As- 
teroids, Norfolks, Kentuckys, Lee Pauls and 
Lancasters? Has the glory of the Boston 
Glencoe mingling of blood goneiorever? 
Others may claim the honors of the turf, aud 
new lavorites may usurp for a time the pop- 
ular favor, but long will it be before the colts 
of any horses will reduce the time of making 
one, two, three or four miles so much as did 
Lexington and his colts." 

At Peori.i, Illinois, on Thursday, ex-Judge 
Mead insulted Judge Puterbaugh, while on 
the bem h. Alter court adjourned Puterbaugh 
met Mead and dealt him a heavy blow in the 
face. Mend was caned by Judge Powell, 
man}- years ago, for using insulting language 
to him, while on the bench. 

A GUKAT polar expedition is being prepared 
iu Sweden under the direction of Prof. Nor- 
denskjold, the celebrated scientific leader of 
the expedition of 1868. Parry’s attempt to 
reach the pole by pushing on to the north of 
Spilzbergeii is to be repeated, and it is pro- 
posed to winter oh one of the seven islands. 
The professor is on his way to Greenland to 
purciiase dogs for the sledges and procure 
some iieccs.snry inform ation. 

Ox Thursday afternoon, at Raymond, Ra- 
cine County, Wisconsin, A. P. Martin and D. 
West got into a dispute about a bill, when the 
former drew a knife and stabbed West in the 
abdomen, raiising his d.-ath in a few hours. 
Martin iveiit to Racine ami gave himself up. 
The murdered man was highly respected. 
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Pending the ratification of the Thir- 
teenth Amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States we coiAtouJed that its 
second clause would, if adopted, enable 
Congress to legislate within the States to 
establish and enforce the social and politi- 
cal equality of the negro with the Caucas- 
ian race. IJy this we meant nothing more 
than that Congress oould under that clause 
legislate to abolish all social aud political 
distinctions founded on race, color, or pre- 
vious condition of servitude. The laws of 
many of the States excluding negroes from 
the exercise of the right of spffrage and 
from holding office constituted the politi- 
cal inequality referred to. The laws pro- 
hibiting marriage between the races aud 
exclud’ng the negro from the jury box, 
aud other similar provisions adverse to 
the negro constituted the social inequali- 
ties between the races which we coutended 
Congress would have power to abolish. 
We believed that Congress would have 
power to secure to the negro the right of 
domicil wilhiu the States, an equal right 
with the whites to the facilities afforded 
by common carriers, public hotels, etc., 
aud in all respects to make the races eqttttl 
before the law. This was suflicient to 
secure our settled hostility to the Amend- 
ment, though at the time we faa-ored the 
recognition by the State of the freedom of 
the negro — whioh had then become an uii 
welcome fact, sl.avery existing only in its 
disadvantages to the m.astcr. But at the 
same time we regarded aud treated as so 
muoli demagoguery and contemptible 
evasion of the question the Radical dodge 
of allowing the impossibility of enforcing 
by law an equality of association without 
regard to difi’erence of tastes, habits, edu- 
cation, and refinement, and then represent- 
ing Jhoir own windmill which they had 
thus demolished as the Conservative argu- 
ment. Trom this the editor of the 1 fo- 
nian may readily infer that wo agree with 
Judge Craddock, that what we under- 
stand by “ social equality" is a necessaiy 
sequence of political equality ; at least that 
it will inevitably follow political equality, 
though it may precede it and exist where 
there is no political equality. Thus far 
we have spoken of rights of individuals in 
a fiommiinity as established by law. But 
iucirti' bas conventional customs and laws 
unto itself, which no statute can override 
or obliterate. And though the public law 
may render the negro the social equal of 
the white man, it can never compel the 
white man to associate with the negro on 
terms of equality. This must be governed 
by individual taste. iVo are opposed to 
negro suffrage. We are opiiosed to the 
Bomocratic party doing anything just to 
c.-.teh the negro votq, that Jt would not be 
right for it to do without such a consider- 
ation. But still wo think Judge Crao 
DOCK talks nonsense when he says that if 
the Dsmoorats ask the neg.-ocs for their 
votes they “ must recognize them as peers 
in social as well as in political ciVe'es,” aud 
that it would be unjust to meet them at 
the ballot box as equals, and then dis- 
card them from social intercourse ; and 
that the Denwerats cannot, ''with an;/ show 
of propriety ” ‘‘solicit the negro’s suQ'ragc 
and deny him a scat at their dinner tables, 
or a place in their parlors — and our rca- 
Bou for thinking it uonseiisc as apidicd to 
the negro, is that the rule Joes not hold 
good in regaisl to white men, — for it is be- 
yond peradventuro true that many J)ciu- 
Dcrats do not recognize us “ their qyeers in 
social circles" men who arc politically their 
equals; that they do " discard from social 
inU^rcaurse" men whom they meet as equals 
at the ballot box, aud they do "deny seals 
at their dinner tables, and places in their 
parlors" to men whose suffi-ages they 
solicit. Aud if this is the treatment met- 
ed out to some white men as 
why cannot it not with equal consistency 
be applied to the negroc.s as a raec't Mr. 
Craddock evidently meant that political 
equality not only necessitates social equal- 
ity, but also personal association and in- 
tercourse on equal terms, which is nonsense, 
though the editor of the I'eoman may not 
80 regard it. 

Cur contemporary wishes to know what 
we 'TCttld do in a certain position, nuu 
t.'iough we do not place a very high esti- 
mate upon the fairness of the arqnmentiim 
ad kamincm, we will very candidly tell 
him. In the first place it is doing violence 
to probabilities to suppose us a candidate 
for oGoo. But if we were, if we know our- 
Belf we would not modify any pi’inciplcs 
we honestly held, or expre.ss opinions we 
Alid not believe to bo true, merely in order 
to gei votes t and we would be still furth- 
er from introduoii ’5 into our family as as- 
Booittea for our wife and little ones per- 
sona whom wo thought unfit companions 
for them, in order to manufacture personal 
popularity for oursolf. If wc were a can- 
didate for office, we would invite to a seat 
at our table and to a place in our parlor no 
niiin or woman, white or black, whom we 
woald not so invito under similar circum- 
stanoeB if we were not a candidate. And 
holding that the good of society rcxiuires 
to be kept up a broad line of demarcation 
and distinction between the two races, wc 
would not in order to get all the votes in | 
Kentucky invite a negro to dine at our i 
table on terms of equality. When we ex- 
tend our hospitality it is with no ulterior 
purpose. 

Having thus answered our contempora- 
ry’s interrogatory and give him the ben- 
efit of such good sense as wo have, he will 
not deem it discourteous in us to propound 
one in return. If the eiditor of the Veo- 
mart was a candidate for office, would he 
invite to hia table or to a place in his par- 
lor a man whom ho would reject from 
•ither place if ho were not a candidate ? 
Would he, while a candidate, in order to 
get a vote or to socuro an influential sup- 
porter, itivile a man to his fable whom he 
would not so invite after his election by 



mc.an.s of th,".t vote or iiifii;i'ncc, or rln-.; 
he ocased to he a solicitor i'or popular fa- 
vor? In the extension of gentlemanly 
courtesies aud hospitalities, is he govern- 
ed solely or at all by a desire to reap a 
direct por.sonal advantage therefrom ? We 
beg to be understood that we do not ask 
these questions because wc have any doubts 
upon the subject. 

Wc do not believe with our contempo- 
rary that in the ease specified— rather an 
extreme one — wc would lose the respect ^ 
or the support of the negro by treating 
him just exactly as wc would do if we did 
not want his vote or influence. O.a the 
contrary, if he had any sense at all, he 
would know that the spirit that would 
actuate us to invite him to dinner under 
the circuuistanecs, would not be one of 
genuine hospittlity or a heart felt 
recognition of him as our “peer, 
but one of deceit and byproci-j 
sy and selfisliiicss, utterly unworthy ot a 
candid man and entirely valueless to him. 
lie would probably have a cordial con. 
tempt for the motive that would lead us 
to extend such an invitation, and resent it 
as an insult to his intelligence that we had 
sought to impose on him by such hollow 
pretenses. The sal'est way to deal with 
men i.s to proceed upon the pre.sumption 
that the most humble have ordinary sense 
aud self rcs])ect, and even a negro that 
possessed eitlicr could not bo imiiosed on 
by the paltry do<lge •supposed by our con- 
temporary. 

It is true, however, that the state of af- 
fairs forced upon us has the tendency to 
promote an equality of a.ssociafion among 
certain classes of whites and the negroes, 
and that this is an evil to be dreaded. But 
the refusal of the Democrats to solicit the 
negro vote can neither hasten or delay the 
end to which we are progressing. The 
Radical i)olicy h.as fixed that, and the 
Democrats aro powerless to avert the con- 
sequences.

‘ With profound emotion wo announce to 
yon tliat since your last session onr venera' 
able and beloved colleague, .loshua Soule, 
ha.3 departed this life. His death occurred 
in Nashville, Tenn., March filh, 18C7, in the 
■87th year of Ids life, and the 70tli year of his 
itinerant ministry. In many respects 
Bishop Soule was a remarkable man. At the 
time of his death he was, prc'.iably, the oldest 
traveling preacher in America, if not in the 
world; and was thus the connecting link be- 
tween the JMethodism of Wesley and Asbury 
and that of tho present day. Throughout 
his whole jnini.sterial life he was eminently de 
voted to God, and employed exclusively in 
the service of the Church; often filling 
positions of the highest responsibility, and 
alw:iys honorably and usefuBy. Ills mind 
was clear and vigorous, his deportment dig- 
nified, and his whole course was marked by 
coiisisteiiey, purity, and unswerving fidelity 
to principle. Whether viewed as a man, a 
Christian or minister, or as filling tho highest 
office in the Church for forty-three years, his 
character deserve.s to be hold in the highest 
esteem, and his memory to be perpetuated in 
llie history of the Church. We devoutly 
thank God for such a man, and for tho gifts 
and grace wiiicli rendered his eventful life so 
useful, his declining years and closing d.ay so 
beautifully serene, so sublimely triumphant

A dispatch has 
also l>eea received from General Smith, say- 
ing h.e left Fort Laramie on Thursday, with 
the Indian chief Red Cloud en route for 
Washington. 

The Minneapolis Tribune, of the 26th, pub- 
lishes a statement from a gentleman whom 
it vouches for as entirely tru.stworlhy, to the 
elTeot that early in May, when he left the 
Verpillion county on Lake Superior, at Fort 
Francis, c fur trading point on the British 
aids cf Rainy I^ake, he found 2,500 British 
soldiers, fully equipped and provisioned.
